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The water supply of the whole Borough is derived from the system owned by the Council. 
During the summer months it became essential to conserve supplies and mains were cut off 
for a twelve hour period each day. The full prossurc was maintained at all other 
periods and onee the public became accustomed to the nightly reduction no undue 
difficulties were reported. 


the two sources of water are Black Lane and Blandford St. Mary, both “shallow" wells 
Gryeroups of wells and not excoeding forty feet in depth. 


Dizing the year, chlorination has been introduced. into Blandford St. Mary and the two 
sources are now treated. The methods are drip feed into the wells by a rubber hose 
and then into the system of suction pipes. 


Sompiing was undertaken at various points in the distribution system and the results 
aie shown in the appendix attached herewith. ‘The majority proved satisfactory or 
highly satisfactory but the need for constant and careful chlorination of both supplies 
is essential as they are potential sources of casy pollution. 


Towards the end of the yoar, work was commenced on the Black Lane Bore and this when 
completed will considerably augment the available supply. 


The estimated total pumped into supply during 194.9, was 110,000,000 gallons, but as part 
of this was consumed by the rural district, exact towm figures are not available
